Students Request Smoking Areas 


A proposal by the student body 
representatives of the three high 
schools in the Placentia Unified 
School District, that board trustees 
provide smoking areas on the 
campuses, received a polite hearing 
Monday night. 

The board took no formal action 
but recommended to PUSD staff that 
surveys be conducted immediately 
to ascertain parental and teacher 
attitudes on the suggestion. 

Parents, speaking informally from 
the audience at the Monday night 
meeting, spoke out unanimously 
against the move. Other indications 
of how parents might feel were 
revealed by Superintendent of 
Schools John O. Tynés, brought into 
the discussion by Trustee Salvador 
Zavala, who appeared to favor a trial 
run of the proposition. 

Superintendent Tynes told the 
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board: ‘‘I would like to just say that 
there is one thing that you have to 
bear in mind and that is that we have 
a great responsibility to those people 
who pay the bills. 

‘*We have never had as many calls 
on any subject as we have since the 
editorial came out on this.’’ (The 
Star and Courier carried a Letter to 
the Editor from one of the three 
student body presidents, favoring 
the action.) ‘‘And at this time, out of 
over 200 responses that we have 
had, it is running 52 to 2, against. 

‘*| would not make a recommen- 
dation in the face of those odds. It’s a 
problem. In no way would I 
recommend this at this time. We as 
school people have to be responsive 
to the public.”’ 

The proposal made by the student 
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body presidents of Esperanza, El 
Dorado and Valencia High Schools, 
follows student action taken over a 
year ago on behalf of the Open 
Campus, accorded by the trustees 
on a trial basis and later 
confitmed...This now allows stu- 
dents to leave campuses at noon 
time. 

The latest campaign by high 
school student bodies, is the 
presented proposal that smoking 
areas be designated at the three 
schools. The students asked for ‘‘a 
trial period of one semester’’ which 
would run roughly the second 
semester of the 1975-76 school year. 

Trustee John Balducci objected to 
the timing feeling that students who 
participated in the trial might have 
graduated and would not be 


available the following year to report 
on the outcome of the experiment. 

No official action was taken on the 
request by the board but Dr. William 
Yates PUSD Board President, said 
he expected the board would be 
discussing the matter again ‘‘early 
next year.”’ 

Of the five trustees, Dr. Yates was 
the only one to state a strong status 
quo position as to the student-spon- 
sored proposal. 

“I would like to point out a few 
things,’’ Dr. Yates began. ‘‘We 
have a current policy against 
smoking. Where it says that drugs 
are passed and marijuana smoked,"’ 
(mentioned in the student proposal 
as going on in rest rooms), ‘‘I would 
like to look at that with concern, as to 
its existence now and the magnitude 


of its existence. 

“*I would like to see the level of 
that activity researched and dwelt on 
by every facet of our staff we can 
bring to bear against that 
problem...with much haste. 

‘The matter of tacit approval of 
smoking by setting up smoking 
areas?...Our policy right now is 
against smoking. There is no 
question as to whether we condone 
smoking on campus in that policy. I 
think it’s clear that we do not. A 
policy that allows an area for 
smoking? I don't think there is any 
question about that being a policy 
that would condone smoking on 
campus.”’ 

Trustee Jean Pappas stated: ‘‘I 
find it a little incongruous that we 
are living in a society where more

Reinstated are Captain Warren 
Fugitt and Engineer Roy Gobrogge, 
who will now join the Orange County 
Fire Service, now manning Placen- 
tia’s two fire stations.

FISH Will 


FISH, a 24-hour emergency 
service, operated by approximately 
100 volunteers from a number of the 
city’s churches, is going out of 
business on December 31. 

The volunteer group, which has 
been on call for 5% years, lists a 
number of reasons for its decision to 
disband. 

A spokesman said that the 
organization is now serving only ten 
or so families on a regular basis. 
Also some services that have been 
performed by the association are 
now provided by other agencies such 
as the city of Placentia’s Social 
Services Department. 

Mary Gerhold, one of the 
founders of the group, said that it 
was becoming increasingly difficult 
to get volunteer drivers, prompted 
by the gasoline shortage. Emergen- 
cy transportation was one of the 
services provided. 

Also, some members of the 
organization felt that their efforts 
could be better used elsewhere, 


A reported 17 typewriters were 
smashed to the floor and may be a 
total loss, school officials estimate.

where there seemed to be a greater 
need. 

The decision will leave the city 
without any kind of 24-hour help 
line, except for the drug abuse calls 
at Alpha Center and the Placentia 
police and fire service. Other 
agencies work a 40 hour week. 

Mrs. Gerhold said also that the 
group will be turning down the $30 a 
month in revenue sharing funds, 
recently alloted to them by Orange 
County Supervisors. 

‘*‘We didn’t really need all that 
money,’’ Mrs. Gerhold explained. 
‘‘We are all volunteers and we 
certainly didn’t expect to get paid.”’ 

‘FISH served a real need when 
we started it,’’ Mrs. Gerhold 
explained. ‘‘But there isn’t enough 
demand now.”’ 

‘We have used up our 
usefulness,’’ Mrs. Jeannie Fulton, 
one of the members described. 

The volunteers have indicated 
that they will donate their services to 
other more pressing projects. 


No award of back pay was made 
for the three men, who were 
terminated from their jobs early in 
September. 

Final arbitration is still to be 
enacted concerning four firemen 
who were fired as a result of charges 
of petty theft, concerning materials 
allegedly taken from vacant city 
buildings. The hearing is expected 
to take place this month.

An all-out last minute campaign to 
save the Bradford House, will be 
launched in the coming week by 
organizations and individuals who 
are banding together in the 
extenisve effort. 


The house, the home of the 
founder and architect of the city of 
Placentia, Albert Sumner Bradford, 
is located on Palm Drive between 
Bradford Avenue and Kraemer 
Boulevard. 


The two-story green structure has 
been the object of a drive by the 
Placentia Founders Society to 


preserve it and bring it up to code, as 
a Heritage Home for the city. 
The current activities on behalf of 
the home include a campaign of 
newspaper advertising with an 
appeal to the public on behalf of the 
house. Also, a luncheon at 
Rembrandt’s Restaurant at which 
the Founders Society members will 
host civic leaders and business men, 
who will be asked to make pledges. 
Joining with members of the 
Founders Society is the board of the 
Placentia Art Association, which is 
now eyeing the home as a Placentia

Clinics May Disappear 


To The Editor: 

Why are there three times more 
Spanish-American women in free 
family planning clinics than there 
are in the Orange County 
population? Because there are more 
of us who are poor. 

Family planning helps families 
get out of poverty by spacing 
children and choosing our family 
size. 

On January 22, 1973, the supreme 
court made the decision that all 
women have the right to choose to 
have or not have a child. If we ever 
want to make this choice, it is our 
right by law. 

These free family planning clinics 
are threatened by the despotico 
injusto decision of men we elected to 
represent us - the Orange County 
Board of Supervisors. One man, 
Supervisor Ralph Clark, says 
‘Government doesn’t belong in the 
bedroom”’ but we know our house, 
walls, wiring and other household 
things are under the government 
control. Two men, Supervisor 
Thomas Riley and Supervisor 
Laurence Schmit, demand that 
family planning be stopped. If they 
get their demand, 3,500 spanish- 
American women will have no family 
planning clinics. 

Do we want justice under the law 
for the poor and children by choice? 
Let these elected officials hear the 
voices of the Spanish-American 
today and every day! 

Do you know that Orange County 
family planning services are 
available and free to you if you 
qualify? 

Do you know that the Orange 
County Health Departntent con- 
ducts 12 clinics a week in various 
locations in the country? 

Do you know that thousands of 
Mexican-American women used this 
service last year? 

Do you know that these services 
may be discontinued because the 
Orange County Board of Supervisors 
may vote against the family 
planning program? 


If you have ever used this service 
you already know how important it 
is. 

If you have never used this 
service, you may not have the 
opportunity. 

Make your opinion known. 

Speak up for your rights. 

Call or write your supervisor 
today and encourage him to vote for 
the family planning program. 

The Board of Supervisors may 
decide to cancel the Orange County 
Health Department's family plan- 
ning program which provides free 
birth control services to over 10,000 
women a year. Nearly 3,500 of these 
women are Spanish-American. In 
1976 the women may have no place 
to go for family planning. 

The five men who constitute the 
Board of Supervisors, will vote on 
whether to continue through 1976 
the Health Department’s family 
planning program. In addition to 
giving couples an opportunity to 
space their children or limit the size 
of their families, this program offers 
quality medical screening for 
diabetes, anemia, cervical cancer, 
and other conditions to the 10,000 
who use its clinics each year. These 
services contribute to healthier 
mothers and children, as well as 
improved family situations. 

Spanish-American women, in 
particular, have found these 
services valuable, they represent 
one third of all the patients in the 
program, though they constitute 
only one tenth of the women in the 
county. If the board cancels the 
program, these women will have a 
difficult time finding other resources 
for birth control services. 

If you believe a woman has a right 
to birth control services, write or call 
your supervisor today - before it’s 
too late. Encourage him to vote 


“‘yes’’ to continue the Health 

Department’s family planning 
program.

Property Appraisal Asked 


Mayor Lyons and City Councilman: 

Several week ago I was denied the 
right to review the Chapman Avenue 
appraisal report, even though my 
property may be condemned, to 
widen Chapman Ave. According to 
city officials, 1 have no right and 
neither do other Chapman Avenue 
owners have a right to see the 
appraisals on their property at this 
time. 

To me that is a plain denial of my 
rights as a property owner, citizen, 
and taxpayer. I base that claim on a 
precedent already set by the city in 
another legal condemnation situa- 
tion. 

I refer to the five acres that our 
City Council purchased adjacent to 
the Civic Center for $85,000 an acre 
totaling $425,000. The legal owners 
of record were the Placentia 
Landowners who remained the 
owners until May 7, 1975. However, 
on January 21, 1975, the Founders K 
Corp. requested the appraisal report 
on those five acres. Think of it. They 
weren't even the legal owners and 
yet they were given the appraisal 
without question. The January 21, 
1975 minutes of the City Council 
clearly reflect the eagerness and 
willingness of the City Council to 
cooperate with the Founders K 
Corp. The following is an excerpt 
from those minutes proving that 
point: 

‘Purchasing Agent Park stat- 
ed that a communication had 
been received from Founders K 
Corp. on January 21, 1975 from 
Mr. Muckenthaler. The letter 
does state three points of 
information that the Founders K 
Corp. would like to have. 

1. Appraisal Report to the City 
of Placentia. 

2. Exact area and description of 
the 5 acres to be condemned. 


3. The date the proposed 
condemnation will be culminated 
and title passed to the City. 

The letter further states that 
upon receipt of the foregoing 
information the Founders K 
Corp. will further evaluate this 
offer. Mr. Park stated that it 
appears that they are leaning 
towards a friendly condemnation. 

Councilman Langer felt that 
the Staff should sit down along 
with the City Attorney and have a 
discussion with Founders K 
Corp. with regard to just how the 
thing wants to proceed. He didn’t 
feel that we should jump into the 
condemnation without at least 
discussing it. The reason 
Founders K probably wants to go 
this way is for tax purposes. 

MOTION by Councilman Lang- 
er to have the City Attorney and 
Staff negotiate with Founders K 
Corp. and provide Council with a 
report at the next Regular 
Meeting of 2-4-75, and informa- 
tion requested by Mr. Mucken- 
thaler be sent to Founders K 
Corp.; SECOND by Councilman 
Callahan and carried by the 
following ROLL CALI vote: 
AYES: Gomez, Langer, Lyons, 
DeJesus, Callahan. 

Gentlemen, all I can say is, if 
Founders K Corp. was entitled to 
such courtesy and appraisal report 
even though they were not legal 
owners of record, then, I certainly 
am entitled to the Chapman Avenue 
Widening appraisal report and all 
computations as are other Chapman 
Avenue property owners. 

Founders K had only to write a 
request - What dol have to do? - Go 
to court?

Cultural Arts Center. This latter 
development would include turning 
the homestead into a changing art 
gallery as well as a showcase as a 
Heritage Home. 

Mrs. Beverly Lunger, president of 
the Placentia Art Association, said 
this week that her board had 
discussed the practicality of using 
the stately home for constantly 
changing art exhibits. In connection 
with this use, the group envisions 
the city employing a cultural arts 
coordinator, who would function 
from an office in the Bradford House 
and operate it as an art gallery. 

Members of the Founders Society 
said this week that they consider the 
6,000 square foot home a $156,000 
asset, which should not be 
destroyed. The city, which received 
the house and 2% acres of ground 
around it as a gift from Bradford 
heirs, are in the process of 
determining its fate. 

Currently on file are two plans for 
development of the acreage into 
Bradford Park either with or without 
the home and the city’s Recreation 
and Parks Commission recently 
approved the passive park plans 
without the house. 

The city council has allowed the 
Founders Society members until the 
first of the year to raise sufficient 
funds to bring the house up to code, 
expected to be considerable 
expense, in the neighborhood of 
$60,000. 

One deterrent to the plans is the 
fact that Bradford heirs placed a 

deadline on development of the park 
at July, 1976. However, Albert S.

There were indications this week 
that the organizations and individu- 
als working to save the house, will 
petition the Placentia City Council to 
seek an extension of the life of the 
residence until the council has time 
to take action on the creation of a 
Cultural Arts Commission. ‘ 

Consideration of the commission 
was on the council’s most recent 
agenda but was continued to allow 
councilmen more time to study and 
consider it.

concerning development of the 
property, and start the municipal 
process in motion from the start. 

At the beginning of the first 
development plans, J.A. Gordon, 
president of Moreland Development 
Comapny, Simi Valley, had asked 
the city of Brea for permission to use 
the homeowners’ block walls so that 
the 83 industrial development would 
not need to build its own. This was 
eventually denied. 

In this second round of Brea city 
hearings, the Placentia homeowners 
have sought equal buffering to that 
accorded to Brea homeowners under 
similar circumstances. Their re- 
quests have been for either a 
60-foot-wide street in back of the 
homes, for automobile use only, 
with a 38 foot berm for buffering or a 
72-foot earthern berm. 


Also, the homeowners are 
requesting that industrial buildings 
be built with the loading docks away 
from the houses. 

The most recent legal action has 
provided an alternative mandamus 
to order the city of Brea to desist and 
cease any action permitting grading 
or building permits on the property, 
until further order of the court. The 
city of Brea must also show cause 
why it should not be absolutley and 
forever restrained from any further 
proceedings on the acreage. 

In the previous decision by Brea in 
the development of the property, the 
city decreed a 20 foot buffer for the 
Placentia homes and ordered that a 
gas line lying on top of the ground 
along the cities’ boundaries, be 
buried underground. These stipula- 
tions, however, were not added as 
conditions this time.

There was no report from the 
intrusion alarm which apparently 
did not detect the weekend 
intruders. 


The campus recently has been 
described as the scene of frequent 
scuffles between single students, 
who are thrubbed by groups of 
youngsters, in gang up attacks. It 
has also been reported that several 
teachers have been threatened. 


Richard Owen, principal of the 
school, said Tuesday that the school 
has had some problems but that they 
are being dealt with promptly and 
thoroughly. 

‘‘We intend to have a good 
running school,’’ he stated and said 
that he did not believe problems at 
Kraemer are any more severe than 


at any of the other schools in the 
district. 

The school has and will take 
disciplinary measures Owen con- 
firmed. Students who break rules 
are released to their parents who 
must seek permission to have them 
reinstated. 

Students severely interrupting 
routines can be suspended for a 
period of time by the principal but 
expulsions are effected only by the 
trustees of the Placentia Unified 
School District. 

**We will go all the way if we have 
to,’’ Owen said. 

Owen reported regarding the 
recent vandalism that if police work 
reveals a suspect that charges for 
damages will be pressed. 

“*We will take whatever action is 
necessary,’’ he confirmed. 


Council Approves 
Final RA Zoning 


The Placentia City Council, at a 
special meeting called in the City 
Hall conference room, completed a 
second reading of an ordinance 
which would change the zoning of an 
18 acre parcel at Rose Drive and 
Wabash Avenue, from R-3 PUD to 
RA, (multi-family residential with 
combined planned unit development 
to residential agricultural). 

The second reading was inter- 
rupted at the last general city council 
meeting when Sam Treman of Yorba 
Linda, who owns three and a half 
acres of the specified property, 
asked that the zoning be set at R-1, 
single family residential. 

Treman explained that he had 
been on an extended trip and had 
missed an opportunity to speak to 
the issue at the various public 
hearings. His property had been in 
escrow at one time to Fredricks 


Development Co., which had 
planned a high density apartment 
development. 


‘‘With the zone change, they said 
they could not continue with their 
plans,’’ Treman explained. ‘‘Very 
recently it went into escrow again to 
Mr. Robert Jones.”’ 


Jones, Treman said, had planned 
on developing the property R-1, 
single family residential, including a 
number of homes, approximately 
1,500 square feet in _ size, 
surrounding a central area contain- 
ing a recreational building and 
tennis courts. 


Treman in the latest city council 
action, will be requested to make his 
presentation on the homes though 
the regular channels, beginning 
with the city’s planning commission. 

Country estate owners in the 
already occupied ground around the 
problem area, have worked for more 
than a year to effect a change in the 
zoning from the R-3 PUD. They 
contended that when the property 
was annexed to the city of Placentia 
that they were advised that the 
zoning would be single family 
residential. 


The Fredricks Development 
Company, the original developers, 
is now asking the courts that the city 
council be ordered to issue a 
building permit to allow building of 
the high density apartments they 
had planned.

The American students 
will be housed in student homes in 
Italy and will be entertained by their 
hosts.

Trustee John Balducci added: ‘‘I 
line up with Sal. That is the way it 
is.’’ But Mrs. Pappas warned: ‘‘I 
don’t think we should line up yet. 
There should be surveys of the 
parents and of the community. And 
reaction from the teachers. Until we 
have that I’m not ready to vote.’’ 

The proposal was presented by 
Ken Sawa, Associated Student Body 
president of Esperanza High School; 
Gloria First, Valencia High School 
president and Caryn Clark, El 
Dorado president. 

The three page document said it 
was based on the legislative decision 
SB 171, presented by Senator Arlen 
Gregario and signed by Governor 
Edmund Brown. The paper stated: 
“We feel that students attending 
Esperanza, Valencia and El Dorado 
High Schools should have the option 
to use a smoking area established on 
campus, with parental permission 
required.”’ 

The proposal continues: *‘With a 
smoking area established, congre- 
gations formed by smokers within 
the restrooms and locker areas will 
be eliminated. the problems linked 
with the large groups of smokers will 
also be eliminated such as 
vandalism, harassment and smoke 
filled air.’’ 

It also was pointed out in the 
proposal that although it is against 
the law for anyone to sell tobacco to 
minors, it is not against the law for 
students to buy or possess smoking 
tobacco and purchasing a pack of 
cigarettes from a vending machine is

One of the more promis- 
ing developments in the war 
against cancer is the search 
for chalones, pronounced 
‘*Kay-lones’’. It is now felt 
that these elusive sub- 
stances are present in all 
normal cells of the body and 
that they prevent the rapid 
growth by division of cells 
that is typical of cancer. 

Research to date indicat- 
es that chalones are not 
‘*species-specific’’. If true, 
this means that it might be’ 
possible to take chalones 
from animals and use it as a 
serum for the treatment of, 
cancer in humans. A great 
deal of work remains but 
experiments on rats suffer-, 
ing from a type of blood 
cancer have been success- 
ful.

The vote was 3 to 2, with 
Commissioners Leonard 
Ross and Robert Batinovich 
dissenting and Commis- 
sioner William Symons, Jr., 
entering a concurring opin- 
ion. The increase will 
become effective December 
1. 

In keeping with the 
PUC's policy on lifeline 
rates, users of 75 therms or 
less of gas a month will be 
excluded from any part of 
the increase.

Innovations in design and 
efforts to get phase one into 
budget for Tri-City Park, 
consumed most of the 
meeting of the Tri-City Park 
Authority held in the 
Fullerton City Council 
Chambers last week.

Basketball in Dr. Nais- 
mith’s time was played with 
peach baskets and a set of 
tules that allowed every- 
thing short of assault. 

This year with the advent 
of YBA basketball for both 
boys and girls age 8 to 14 at 
participating YMCAs, the 
rules have been refined to 
allow maximum participa- 
tion within a framework of 
values development. 

YBA basketball -- about 
two years in the develop- 
ment stage -- is the 
brainchild of the NBA 
Players Association and the 
YMCA. And what better 
organization to administer 
and conduct the program 
than the organization that 
invented the hoop sport in 
the first place, the YMCA? 

Expectations are that 
nationally 100,000 boys and 
girls will take part in YBA 
basketball leagues this first 
year, with an increase to 
more than 1,000,000 by the 
1980 season. That will make 
it the fastest growing youth 
sports league program in 
history. 

Professional YMCA dir- 
ectors - both physical 
education specialists and 
community club work direc- 
tors -- joined with Paul Silas 
of the Boston Celtics and 
president of the Players 
Association to write the 
concepts and rules for the 
new game length of 
game, size of the ball, 
height of the basket and 
other factors. 

Then they added profes- 
sional-looking numbered 
uniforms and a series of 
training films and manuals 
with tips by the pros. All of 
this is built into a design of 
YBA basketball being a 
values development pro- 
gram for players, parents 
and coaches. In short, it’s 
not just another sports 
league, it’s a _ sports 
program. 

Will the YBA basketball 
concept work? As Bill 
Bradley of New York Knicks 
said when asked why he was 
in favor of it, ‘If we can 
keep one boy or girl out of 
trouble; if we can keep one 
kid away from drugs; if we 


can make one person a 
better citizen; if we can put 
some purpose or direction 
to one family, then all of the 
sweat, all of the work of 
every individual NBA play- 
er, every parent, every 
coach is worth it.”’
